MC BREARTY is a level 4 security classification inmate 
at FCI, El Reno, and is presently ser ving a 40-ye ar-sentence for 
Racketeering, Murder and Conspiracy. I I and 13 o ther 
defendants were prosecuted by victims I I in a _ 

"white supremacist trial" in Fort Smith, Arkansas > in 1988, after 
having been charged with Se dition. .All 14 defendants were found 
not guilty and according to l 1 MC BREARTY and his co- 
defendants were unhappy with the Government prosecutors because 
they feel they were prosecuted lanjustly.

Attorneys I I di d not 
call I I as a witness in this trial because of I "I 
unreliability and his eagerness to furnish testimony for the 
Government i n return for favors. In captioned investigation it 
appears that, ! I may be trying to use his information to 
manipulate the FBI and the Federal p>rison system and since .he b6 
refuses to take a polygraph examination, it cannot be determined b7c 
if he is lying or telling the truth. b7D 

The investigation, however, continued and did include 
an unsuccessful attempt to interview siobject ARDIE MC BREARTY.' 

Since no inves ticration remains outstanding and '' 

allegations from I I cannot be substantiated. Little Rock is 
administratively closing this case. The United States Attorney 
in the Western District of Arkansas, Fort Smith, has been advised 
that captioned case will be administratively closed by the FBI 
and he concurs. 
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
